Whatever 
is saved on the 1930 appropriation we propose to turn in on 
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the long term notes as we did this year. We have asked 
no appropriation for the Carroll County Farm Bureau or 
the Gaffney Library as we think that they should ask for 
their own appropriation. 


February 13, 1929. 

The Carroll County Delegation met in Room 300 of the 
Patriot Building with 14 members present, to consider the 
County appropriations and to hear those who desired to 
speak on any particular item. 

Robert Thurrell, president of the Carroll County Farm 
Bureau, outlined the work of this organization and asked 
that we grant them the same appropriation they had 
last year, namely $5,400.00 for each of the next two vears, 
1929 and 19380. 

Hon. Wm. N. Rogers spoke and outlined the origin and 
work of the Gaffney Library and asked for the small 
appropriation of $200.00 for each of the next two years, 
1929 and 1930. 

On motion of Mr. Clow of Wolfeboro it was voted to 
have the chairman instruct the County Commissioners 
to procure an engineer to make an estimate of the cost 
of taking water from the County Farm to the Court 
House. 

On motion of Mr. Clow voted to postpone action on 
the budget until a report from the Commissioners has been 
received. 

On motion of Mr. Richardson of Moultonboro voted 
to instruct the Commissioners to improve the stock of 
poultry on the Farm. | 

The bill for flowers sent to Mr. Fernald of Jackson 
was paid. 

‘The delegation went into executive session and voted 
to appropriate the sum of $5,400.00 for the Farm Bureau. 

A letter from Sheriff Dinsmore in regard to the sheriff’s 
salary and that of his deputies. 

It was voted to have the chairman endeavor to get 
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a bill introduced or an amendment to a bill already 
introduced increasing the sheriff’s salary to $800.00. 
Voted to pay for the bonds of the deputy sheriffs. 
Voted to adjourn to the eall of the chairman.

March 14, 1929. 

The Carroll County Delegation met in Room 300 of 
the Patriot Building with 13 members present. 

Chairman Hart reported that an amendment to a 
bill had been introduced that would raise our Sheriff’s 
salary to $800. 

The report of the engineer engaged by the Com- 
missioners to make an estimate on bringing water from 
the farm to the court house was read and a copy of same 
is attached to this report. 

On motion of Mr. Clow voted to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5,000 for a water system for the court house, 
$2,000 of which to be raised in 1929 and not to exceed 
$3,000 in 1980. 

On motion of Mr. Richardson voted to instruct the 
Commissioners to buy a pasture at a price not to exceed 
$1,000 and make appropriatons of $1,000 for same in 1929. 

On motion of Mr. Winkley voted to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $200 for each of the years, 1929 
and 1930 for the Gaffney Library. 

On motion of Mr. Clow the following sums were 
raised and appropriated for each of the years, 1929 and 
1930:

John C. Broughton of Conway. 

Voted to adjourn to the call of the chairman.

The above pipe prices are based on this year’s quota- 
tions delivered at Ossipee, N. H. I would not recommend 
anything less than 4-inch, even for just domestic use, 
although that size would not furnish any hydrant service, 
but would furnish one fair 54 in. or 34in. stream through 
a short length of hose, such as are installed inside of 
buildings or for sprinkler service for a limited area. 


A 6-inch pipe would give two good fire streams at the 
Court House, if played the whole length from the end of the 
8-inch pipe from the reservoir to the Court House. Calling 
the distance 9,000 feet, the estimated cost would be 
$12,500.00. If this was done it would give the County 
Farm Buildings good fire protection as far as water and 
pressure would be required for such delivered at this 
point. As to the quantity of water available, that can 
only be determined at a time when a proper investigation 
can be made. I would recommend a survey of the pro- 
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posed pipe line and a profile of the same made.

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Report of County Solicitor 


To the County Commissioners: 


During the year 1929, nine indictments were returned ; 
four for larceny, two of which are waiting trial and two 
have been given jail sentences; two for breaking and enter- 
ing which were disposed of by accepting a plea to a lesser 
charge; two for forgery which were continued until the 
May term, 1930 for sentence, and one for statutory offense 
in which jail sentence was imposed. 


One hundred and five cases were brought before the 
three municipal courts of the county. Of this number, 
forty cases were for liquor violations; fifteen for statutory 
offenses; fourteen for larceny, adn eleven for non-support. 


The county has been free of any great amount of 
serious crime and this has resulted in most cases being en- 
tered in the municipal court. This procedure has the 
advantage of prompt punishment and also does away with 
the delays that are necessary where the cases are brought 
before the court. 


The worst class of violations which I have to deal 
with is larceny from summer places. The delay is so 
ereat before the break is found that there are generally 
no clues to go on. The owners of the property have diffi- 
culty in telling what, if anything, has been taken. 

I would suggest that no valuables be left in a place 
that is closed; also that an inventory of the furniture and 
bedding left in the place be taken. 

The work of the sheriffs has been prompt and diligent 
to suppress any violiations of which they have knowledge. 
Too much eredit cannot be given for the work which they 
have done.
